The  niimcer  of  houses  in 
the  district  was  The  rateable  value  for  the  period  in  question  v;as 

£72,059,  Y/iiich  gave  the  value  of  a  penny  rate  as  £269 >  18.  5. 

The  bulk  of  the  male  population  find  employment  in  the  coal 
industry,  and  a  lesser  nui'nber  arc  employed  on  the  Railway.  Female  v/orkers 
are  mainly  employed  in  Textile  ana  Tailoring  Factories  outwith  the  area, 
while  considerable  numbers  of  both  sexes,  owing  to  V/ar  conditions,  are 
engageu  in  the  production  of  munitions  also  outside  the  district.

improve  the  position,  and  these  conditions  are  likely  to  become  worse  before 
post-v/ar  building  will  be  able  to  overcome  the  situation. 

Cases  of  extreme  hardship  are  often  brought  to  one's  notice  by  sub¬ 
tenants  -  who  are  often  paying  for  facilities  denied  them  by  the  absence  of 
adequate  sleeping  and  living  accommodation,  ana  washing  and.  cooking 
faci.Lities  -  these  being  aggravated  when  the  sub-tenant  has  a  young  family. 

Where  this  type  of  tenant  is  so  placed.  -  often  through  no  fault  of 
their  own  -  they  should  be  given  consideration  when  tenancy  vacancies  arise. 

Poor  and  inadequate  housing  accommodation  is  often  productive  of 
unccsirable  tenants,  who  v/ould,  given  reasonable  facilities  at  thd  start, 
have  become  first  class  tenants.

Sections  1  to  7  in  Part  I  relating  to  Cleanliness, 
Overcrov/ding,  Temperature,  Ventilation,  Lighting,  Drainage  of  Floors,  and 
sanitary  conveniences  in  non-pov/er  Factories,  Section  34  in  Part  II  Means  of 
Fscape  in  case  of  Fire,  and  Section  110  in  Part  VIII  relating  to  Outv/orkers, 
are  administered  by  the  District  Council.  Visits  v/ere  paid  to  all  the 
Factories  during  the  year,  and  these  call  ior  no  comment. 

Two  Certificates  under  Section  34,  Adequate  Means  of  Escape  in  case 
ol  Fire,  were  issued  during  the  year. 

Shops  Act,  1934. 

There  are  in  the  district  144  premises  to  w’hich  the  above  Act  applies. 
Most,  but  not  all,  of  these  have  been  visited  during  the  year.  They  are 
constantly  under  reviev/.  No  action  was  found  to  be  necessary  under  the  various 
Acts  connected  therewith,  the  Shops  (Hours  of  Closing)  Order,  1928,  the  foung 
Persons  (Employment)  Act,  1936,  and  the  Shops  (Sunday  Trading  Restrictions) 

Act,  1936. 

Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act.  1919 . 

Powers  under  this  Act  delegated  to  the  Council  by  the  West  Riding 
Coimty  Council  in  1928  have  been  systematically  carried  out  since  that  date. 

All  complaints  have  been  investigated  -and  premises  where  rats  and  mice  were 
knov.n  to  exist  visited  from  time  to  time,  l.'ftiere  necessary  baits  and  other 
means  v/ere  employed  to  exterminate  them. 

Under  the  Defence  (General)  Regulations,  1939,  an  Infestation  Order, 
dated  the  6th  May,  1943,  and  ma^.e  by  the  Ministry  of  Food  dealing  with  rats 
and  mice,  came  into  operation.  Directions  were  given  in  this  Order  to  all 
Authorities  throughout  the  country  to  systematically  treat  all  sewers,  drains, 
buildings  end  land  where  rats  and  mice  could  be  found  and  dealt  with.  A  report 
on  infestation  had  first  to  be  submitted  to  the  Director  of  Infestation  Control 
for  and  on  behalf  of  the  Wlinistry  of  Food. 

Food  and  Drugs  Act.  1958.  Section  15. 

Precautions  ag-ainst  contamination  of  food. 

No  action  v/as  found  to  be  necessary  under  this  Section  during  the  year, 
although  it  will  be  necessary  for  improvement  to  be  called  for  in  post-war 
years. 


Bakehouses . 

There  are  13  Bakehouses  in  the  district,  to  which  occasional  visits 
v/ere  paid  during  the  year. 

Verminous  Houses. 

Normanton,  like  other  districts,  is  not  free  from  the  prevalence  of 
the  bed  bug,  and  every  effort  is  made  to  assist  householders  to  get  rid  of 
this  noxious  pest.  1/Vhilst  some  of  the  older  houses  suffer  in  a  more  or  less 
degree  one  often  finds  cases  where  quite  modern  houses  become  infested;  the 
letting  of  rooms  to  migratory  tenants,  and  the  traffic  in  second-hand 
furniture  often  accounting  for  this.  If  taken  in  time  the  pest  can  be 
exterminated  by  one  or  two  treatments  of  the  room.  In  some  cases  the  tenant 
is  indifferent  and  allows  the  spread  from  room  to  room,  and  it  is  not  until 
a  change  of  tenancy  occurs  that  the  extent  of  the  invasion  is  realised.  21 
rooms  were  satisfactorily  dealt  with  during  the  year.  Methods  employed 
according  to  the  degree  of  infestation  were  by  the  use  of  a  blov/  lamp, 
followed  by  an  insecticide  used  as  a  spray  and  finally  a'Fumex  fumigator  - 
a  sulphurous  compound  -  being  placed  in  the  room,  set  alight  and  the  room 
se-<leci .
